The ingather- 
ing of the Jowish people from its various exiles 
und the natural increase of the Jewish community 
in Israel must reach proportions that will enable 
the state to bear the burdon of self-defence and 
to develop its own Hebrew culture. We need a 
jnrge deterrent army, and a populace large enough 
to sustain the defence effort. And we need a 
large enough Hebrew-speaking community of read- 
ers and wrilers, playwrights and audiences, to 
make the Hebrew language significant even when 
menaured only by the number of people who 
uso it.

I anticipate that during the next quarter-cen- 
tury Israel wili become increasingly isolated from 
a military standpoint — and increasingly involved 
with other countries economically. 

Israel will continue to need a strong army of 
its own and will have to rely almost totally on 
itself for its military’ strength. The world to 
which Israel belongs by virtue of its social de- 
velopment is Bragually turning its back on wars. 
But the area of which Israel is geographically 
a part 18. still fraught with nationalist and so- 
cial tension and upheaval — and this tension is 
the true cause of the warlike ambitions of the 
area's leaders. Much time must atill pass until 
the Arab world settles down (and it is not the 
administered areas which prevent this — but the 
ae disintegration of society in the Arab 
world). 

In our first 25 years we fought our wars with 
a@ purely Israel army, but with mainly European, 
and later American, armaments. In the next 25 
years our army will, of course, remain purely 
‘sraeli, but our weapons too will become increns- 
ingly Israel-made — that is, manufactured in Is- 
rael on the basis of the most sophisticated tech- 
nological advances in the outside world. 

And just as the army has been our great school 
of atatchood, so too the sophisticated military in- 
dustries will become the great school and train- 
ing ground for the whole of our industry and 
economy. 

The need to maintain our military superlority 
will mean that Israelis will continue to have to 
work harder than people in Europe or America 
whore the defence burden is not nearly so heavy. 

Our sustained defence effort affects not on 
the results of the actual wars (which are for- 
tunately faw and far between) but the very pulse 
of the country itself. The pace of Israel's de- 
velopment has always been dictated — and will 
continue to be dictated —— by ‘the extent of aliya 
and by tho intensity of the defence effort. Is- 
rael's economic role as a purchaser and as an 
exporter has become, because of these two factors, 
far more prominent than is the case with other 
countries of similar size. For instance, Israel's 
foreign trade (some $7,000m. in 1973) is not far 
short of that of India. 

The Muropean Common Market, looking to Arab 
olt but mindful, too, of Israel's potential, has an- 
nounced its Intention of creating a free trade 
area in the Mediterranean which will embrace a 
number of the Arab states as well ay Israel. Our 
new link with Europe wiJl oblige our industry 
to face up to competition on an equal footing, no 
longer protected by tariff walls and patriotic po- | 
licies, with the products of the most developed 
economies in the world. Our manufacturing pro- 
cesses and our communications facilities (harbours, 
airports, ships, planes, telephones and computers) 
will have to mateh up to the best of Europe and 
America.

N the morning of Friday, 
May 14, 1948, about eleven 
o'clock, Mr. Clark Clifford, a sec- 
retary of President Truman phon- 
ed me at the Washington Office 
of the Jewish Agency and asked: 
“Can you tell mc what the 
situation now is? Will you be 
Proclaiming the establishment of 
‘our State, as has been stated?" 
replied: “I have no doubt we 
shall; in fact, I am expecting to 
get an official statement to that 
effect any minute now." 

1 added that it might be assum- 
ed that our independence had al- 
ready been proclaimed, during the 
morning or early afternoon (Je- 
rusalem time), since today was 
the Sabbath eve. (There is_ six 
hours’ difference between Wa- 
shington tlme and Jerusalem 
time noon in Jerusalem is 
6 am. in Washington). I said it 
was thus probable that the Jew- 
ish Stdte was already in exis- 
tence: but the Act of Indepen- 
dence would become effective only 
when the British Mandate over 
Palestine expired at midnight 
that evening. 

Clifford: “If that is so, then 
I can inform you personally that 
the President has decided to re- 
cognize your State from the hour 
of its birth. I would ask you to 
submit to me at the earliest pos- 
sible moment an official request 
for such recognition, addressed to 
the Secretary of State.” 


He then explained that com- 
plete secrecy should be observed 
in the whole matter pending the 
besa White House announce- 
ment. 


I thanked Clifford for his mes- 
sage, and said I would at once 
set about preparing the requested 
formal document. 


Clark Clifford was special coun- 
sel and most influential all-round 
adviser to the President, whose 
Policy on Palestine he backed 


from its very start and vigorous- 
ly defended against the pro-Arab 
schemes of the officials in the 
State Department. He was often 
dctailed for “speclal duties" — 
matters regarded as requiring 
tact and patience at the 
White House. When Truman was 
elected President, Clifford, then 
a young lawyer practising in St. 
Lotis, moved to Washin ton and 
soon established for himself a 
solid position at the White House. 
He had learned a lot about our 
problems, and was one of the 
est-informed on Palestine affairs 
among the President's political 
entourage. 


Representing a State 


When I put down the telephone 
I thought: “1 wonder if ever the 
representative of any other State 
has had to carry on such a con- 
versation on the telephone ?, .." 
“Represontative of a State?" But 
was I? Though I had gathered, 
from a talk with Moshe Shertok 
(Sharett) just before he left 
America to return to Palestine a 
few days earlicr, that when the 
State was established I should be 
appointed as its Representative 
In the U.S., I had received no 
formal confirmation; officially, 
therefore, while I was speaking 
to Clifford, I was still δαὶ the 
Director of the Jewlsh Agency's 
Washington Office. 


But it was clear to me that, 
authorized or not, I had not even 
a minute to lose; in the extra- 
ordinary situation created by 
Clifford's announcement, I had to 
behave as if my status had been 
fully confirmed. I thought, too, 
how much encouragement this 
prompt recognition of our new 

tate would ne to our people, 
surrounded as_ the were by 
enemies, and obliged to fight for 


their very existence. This drama- 
tic, positive act by the greatest 
Power in the world would mean 


very much to them.

I also saw _how much it would 
mean to the Jewish community of 
the U.S. — what fresh en- 
thusiasm it would give them to 
continue the moral and material 
help of which we would now 
stand in greater need than ever 
in tho past. And I reflected on 
the significance of the President's 
decision for the early stages of 
our existence as an independent 
State among other independent 
States, and the example it would 
set to other Governments, which 
might be encouraged to follow 
suit. There even passed moment- 
arily through my mind the idea 
that it might, perhaps, deter the 
Arab States from their expressed 
intentlon of invading us! 

I called together some of my 
closest colleagues in the office, 
and told them of my conversation 
with Clifford. David Ginsburg — 
at that time our Lega] Adviser 
in the Washington Office, and 
later at our Washington Embass 
— at once settled down to draft 
the letter to the Secretary of 
State. He was soon joined, at my 
invitation, by a lending expert in 
international law, who expressed 
his full approval of the line we 
were taking, and explained to us 
the existing international pro- 
cedure on such occasions. For 
there was, he said, a precedent, 
dating from the time of Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt, when the 
U.S. had actually recognized a 
new Latin-American state before 
It had even had time to ask for 
recognition! 


Without a name 


But the drafting of the letter 
resented quite a few problems. 

irst of all came the question of 
the new State's name. So far 
neither the press nor the radio 
had given any guidance on this 
point. Nor had we heard any- 
thing at all from Palestine. All 
we knew was that probably at 
that moment representatives of 
the Yishuv were gathered in Tel 
Aviv to decide on the various 
queer ions connected with our De- 
claration of Independence, and the 
appointment of a Provisional Goy- 
ernment for the new State. This 
point about the name caused us 
much Mnertainty: how was it 
possible to ask for the recogni- 
tion of a State without mention- 
ing ita name? After long con- 
sideration of this peculiar diffi- 
culty, we aventually agreed that 
we had no choice but to rely on
